0-1 establishments, 


whteh put. up 
more than 2,500,000 


cases. 
Low prices shire then hn.ve 


somewhat reduced both Hie number of 
canneries and 
I ho output; neverthe- 


less, since canning began in Alaska, 
nearly 22,000,000 eases have boon sent 


out. 
In order lo provide, some, coun- 


terpoise lo tills Iromendoiis drain the 
packers combined to start hatcheries. 
These have been carried on with Im- 
portant results and Increasing success. 
In 
I f l O H the 
United Hfat.cs bureau of 


fisheries look up the. work, in addition 
to what had been done by (he packers. 
There arc now nine hatcheries, from 
which about '150,000,000 fry have been 
liberated.

Mud Houses Built By Wasps. 


A naturalist has thus described the 


habits of a species of wasp that makes 
it's nest of mud, says the Diindeo Ad- 
.yertiser. 
The nnul of which their 


bests arc composed, he said, Is often 
carried for somo distance, and it is 
'essential for them to use good, stiff 
clay. At tho cdgo of some pond or 
atrcani you may sees these Insects roll 
sticky little balls out of the stiff mud 
with their strong jaws. With this 
heavy load of mud they rise slowly, 
and, having gained some height, they 
got their bearings and fly la a straight 
line to their nest. In this they resem- 
ble the bees; indeed, all tho wasps 
and bees seem to have a wonderful 
factuHy for flying directly homo from 
any point. When the wasp has gained 
the place selected for a building site 
she puts the tiny ball of mud against 
the wall of tho building and ribs it 
.tight by moving her head from side to 
sido very rapidly. 
Tho outer surface 


of the nest shows a series of rings, 
with sharply defined lines between 
most of them, but tho interior is alj 
ways extremely smooth and. almost a 
perfect cylinder. 
While building her 


neut the insect continually runs In and 
out of the tiny cylinder, examining it 
minutely with her "feelers." 
If a 


rough place is felt on the inner mir- 
face she carefully sets to work and 
rubs It smooth. When tho cylinder Is 
Mulshed the wasp goes hunting for 
spiders. 


Pecan Orchards in {he South.

pc:uiuts in'great cjiiiuitUics so do the 
licopls of tho uouth eat .jjccami." re- 
marked Allan Duprc, a merchant of 
New Orleans.

15 or

years to Vouch maturity, but they are 
profitable.
